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Charity'horrified'at hospital's 
plans to move children's unit

A DORCHESTER 
charity which has 
raised money for the 
county hospital says it 
is “horrified” that plans 
are being considered 
which could include 
children’s services 
moving to Poole or 
Bournemouth. 

Ben King from the 


Steve Charles Help a 
Friend fund has written 
to the health authority 
asking them to remove 
the threat to the King¬ 
fisher Ward and the 
Special Care Baby Unit 
at Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital (DCH). 

The Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group, 


which is debating NHS 
services in Dorset, 
stress that no decisions 
have been made and 
the proposals will go 
out to public consulta¬ 
tion later in the year. 


“As a charity that has 
links due to help we 
have provided to fami¬ 
lies we are horrified 
that this could happen,” 
said Mr King. 

In a letter to the CCG 


he says the charity’s 
most common request 
for help is to meet the 
financial cost of travel 
to visit local patients 
who have been sent to 
hospitals other than 
Dorchester. 

He says that if the 
proposed move were to

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Churchill cigar to go under the hammer

THE chewed end of a 
cigar that Winston 
Churchill smoked in his 
hospital bed is to go 
under the hammer at a 
Dorchester auction and 
could fetch £1,000. 

In 1962 the great war 
leader was recuperating 
from a fractured hip after 
tumbling from his bed. 

Unrestricted by health 
and safety legislation he 
puffed away happily on 
this cigar and stubbed it 
out in an ashtray. 

A student nurse col¬ 
lected it for her little 
brother and saved it in a 
paper ‘Middlesex Hospi¬ 
tal Soiled Dressing Dis¬ 
posal Bag’ where it has 
been ever since. 

It is now being offered 
by Duke’s of Dorchester 
at its sale on October 
15th. 

In 1962 Churchill was 
aged 87 and had been 
holidaying in Monte 
Carlo when he fell out of 
his bed, sustaining a frac¬ 
tured hip. 

He was flown back to 
London in an RAF VC 10 
jet at the request of the 


Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan. 

He spent several weeks 
recuperating in the 
Woolavington Wing for 
private patients at Mid¬ 
dlesex Hospital. 

His recovery was slow 
as he contracted bronchi¬ 
tis and pneumonia which 
in turn led to thrombosis. 

It was widely antici¬ 
pated that he would not 
survive the ordeal at his 
advanced age. 

Timothy Medhurst, 
auctioneer at Duke’s, 
said: “This cigar marks a 
pivotal moment for Sir 
Winston Churchill. 

“Churchill had already 
experienced many in¬ 


juries and to have such a 
devastating injury occur 
at such an old age was a 
threat to his stalwart 
‘British Bulldog’ image. 

“Though Churchill 
largely relied on his 
walking stick by the time 
this broken hip occurred, 
the operation to fix the 
fracture would have a 
caused a shortening in 
his leg and photographs 

following 1962 always 
show Churchill leaning 
on his iconic walking 
stick. 

“This injury in 1962 
was also a poignant mo¬ 
ment in Churchill’s per¬ 
sonal life - his beloved 
poodle Rufus II died 


whilst he was in hospital 
recovering. 

“It is not surprising that 
Churchill’s cigar smok¬ 
ing in his hospital bed 
was widely recorded. 

“This year marks the 
50 year anniversary of 
Churchill’s death - the 
cigar is something we all 
associate with Churchill, 
one of the greatest lead¬ 
ers in history. 

“We expect there to be 
great interest in it. It 
could sell for thou¬ 
sands.” 

The lot has a signed 
declaration from the 
nurse who took it from 
the ashtray to give to her 
brother, the vendor.

amount of people that will be af¬ 
fected by the possible closure of these 
units and the impact it will have on 
the local community. We have seen 
first-hand people unable to visit their 
friends and loved ones on a regular 
basis simply because they cannot af¬ 
ford train tickets, taxis, accommoda¬ 
tion, fuel or parking. Usually these 
people come to us as a last resort. 

“We firmly believe that if you could 
hear all the heart felt pleas that we 
hear on a regular basis from people 
who have to beg and borrow to visit 
loved ones in hospitals such as 
Southampton General, it would have 
a huge impact on your considerations. 

“Over the last few years we have 
distributed many thousands of 
pounds to local people who needed 
this type of help, and of course these 
are just the people who have chosen 
to come forward. We are sure that for 
every one that has asked for assis¬ 
tance, there will be many who have 
either borrowed or have had to cut 
down on visiting because of not being 
able to afford to do so. 

“We have even provided children 
with tablet computers so they could 
‘Skype’ their Mums and Dads who 
could not visit them regularly. Whilst 
it is great that we could provide this 
type of support, we are sure you will 
appreciate that this in no way replaces 
a visit from Mum and Dad and being 
able to spend time together as a fam- 
ily. 

“How sad it is to think that if these 
units are closed and moved out of the 
area, even more families will in¬ 
evitably be faced with the same is¬ 
sues. We know that this will not be 
just a mere inconvenience but will 
have a major impact on the lives of

those that are unfortunate enough to 
need these wonderful facilities. 

It is for these reasons that the Steve 
Charles Help a Friend Charity asks 
that you do not transfer these units 
further away from our local commu¬ 
nity.”

A petition in Bridport on Saturday 
collected hundreds of signatures 
against the possible closure plans.

Tourist information centres 
across West Dorset face axe 


WEST Dorset's four tourist information centres 
could soon be axed as part of a sweeping re¬ 
view of the service. 

Council leaders are considering major 
changes to the way information services are 
provided as authorities feel the squeeze of 
local government funding cuts. 

Four centres - in Bridport, Dorchester, Lyme 
Regis and Sherborne - could all face closure, 
with decisions about their future operation 
likely to be made early next year. 

West Dorset District Council, which currently 
runs all four of the TICs, has not announced 
any closures as yet, but a public consultation 
has now been launched to gauge the re¬ 
sponse of residents. 

In a statement issued this week, West Dorset 
District Council Leader Anthony Alford con¬ 
ceded that some TIC services "will stop"as a re¬ 
sult of the review process. 

He said:"The ongoing financial challenge for 
the public sector means that the district coun¬ 
cil will have around £9million less per year to 
provide services in 2020 compared to what it 
had in 2010. 

"There will be tough decisions - some serv¬ 
ices will stop, others will have to be delivered 
in significantly different ways." 

The fourTICs currently provide free informa¬ 
tion to support the local tourism industry, of¬ 
fering details about transport bookings and 
car parking permits. 

Staff at the Bridport and Lyme Regis 
branches also provide a 'box office' service 


selling tickets for events at the Electric Palace 
and Marine Theatre respectively. 

In the last financial year, more than 400,000 
customers visited the four centres and mem¬ 
bers of staff dealt with over 30,000 enquiries 
by letter, phone and email. 

It cost the council a net total of £291,000 to 
run the service during this period but major 
changes are likely to be introduced next year 
in an effort to cut costs. 

WDDC is now launching a survey to collect 
the views of residents - including customers 
and local businesses who benefit from the 
TICs. 

Councillor Alford added:"Tourism is very im¬ 
portant to West Dorset and I encourage resi¬ 
dents and visitors to fill in the survey to ensure 
we collect as many views as possible to help 
us design the future of the tourism informa¬ 
tion service. 

"All service reviews will take account of the 
views of users and our key partners. We are 
committed to keeping local people informed 
as they progress." 

Copies of the survey are available from the 
fourTICs or online at www.dorsetforyou.com 
/consultation and must be completed by Fri¬ 
day, July 3rd at 4.30pm. 

Drop-in meetings are taking place in the 
centres between 3pm and 7pm on Wednes¬ 
day, June 10th (Dorchester), Thursday, 
June 11th (Sherborne), Tuesday, June 16th 
(Bridport) and Thursday, June 18th (Lyme 
Regis).

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D Day remembered at museum

VETERANS marked the anniversary 
of the D Day Landings at Dorch¬ 
ester’s Keep Military Museum on 
Saturday. 

The dwindling number of veterans 
and their relatives stood in silence to 
remember the thousands who died as 
part of the campaign to drive Nazi 
troops out of France. 

Minister Allen Knott told those 
who had gathered outside the mili¬ 
tary museum at 11am: “We don’t glo¬ 
rify in war - but come to say thank 


you for what you did. What you did 
helped good triumph over evil.” 

Dorchester’s Mayor Robin Potter

'Seagull summit'to 
tackle bird problem 

A'SEAGULL summit'is being held in Dorchester's 
Corn Exchange next Friday to talk about the 
problems caused by the birds in the county town. 

Dorset County Hospital had been asked to 
tackle the problem last year and promised a re¬ 
port by the spring - but has yet to publish any 
details and has not responded to media requests 
for its action plan. 

Many of the birds roost, or nest, on the hospital 
roofs causing problems for patients, visitors and 
those who live in roads close to the hospital in¬ 
cluding Bridport Road, Darners Road and other 
roads on the Victoria Park estate. 

Both West Dorset District Council and Brewery 
Square employ a falconer on an occasional basis 
to keep the birds away from their buildings and 
there have been calls for the hospital to do the 
same. 

At the meeting representative of Dorset County 
Hospital will explain the work they have been 
doing to reduce the seagull problem on their site, 
and a representative of West Dorset District 
Council will outline wider steps that might be 
available to help manage gull populations. 

CouncillorTrevor Jones, who was first contacted 
by concerned residents a year ago and has or¬ 
ganised the meeting, said: "We are aware of the 
impact of gulls in the vicinity of the hospital, but 
are keen to understand whether there is a wider 
issue in the town. 

"All are welcome to attend and share their ex¬ 
periences and hear about the work already hap¬ 
pening which demonstrates that the issue is 
being taken seriously." 

Next Friday's meeting, on June 12th, takes place 
in Council Chamber, upstairs in the Corn Ex¬ 
change building at 6.30pm, and is open to any 
resident and trader affected by the gulls.

'Yes'always easier than 'no' 


YOU just can’t trust a govern¬ 
ment to keep its promises exactly 
as they were made, and the forth¬ 
coming referendum on whether 
this country should pull out of Eu¬ 
rope is no exception. 

In the run up to the general 
election the Conservatives prom¬ 
ised that, if re-elected to power, 
they would hold a ‘yes-no’ refer¬ 
endum on leaving Europe. 

That referendum is still very 
much on the cards but its market¬ 
ing has been radically changed 
with the emphasis for proposed 
vote wording switching from 
‘Should the UK leave the EU?’ to 
‘Should the UK remain a member 
of the EU?’ 

Not much of a change you 
might think, but history shows 
that undecided people offered a 
‘yes-no’ positive-negative voting 
choice are more likely to vote 
‘yes’ and quietly go with the flow. 

This will suit the powers that be 
just fine and leave those who 
campaigned for a referendum be¬ 
cause of concern at Brussels inter¬ 
ference feeling they have been 


short changed. 

It is also - and what a surprise 
this is - far easier to campaign for 
a ‘yes’ positive vote than for a 
‘no’ negative vote, rigging the 
scales in favour of this country 
staying in Europe. 

So the mind games have clearly 
started even though there are still 
more than two years to go for us 
actually to get a chance to put our 
X in a box. 

And which way will I vote? 
Well, I’ve never had much time 
for Brussels ponderous and in¬ 
creased meddling in our affairs. 

It might humourously be 
summed up as: “Pythagorean the¬ 
orem, 24 words; Lord’s Prayer, 66 
words; Archimedes Principle, 67 
words: 10 commandments, 179 
words; Gettysburg Address, 286 
words; US Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence, 1,300 words; US Con¬ 
stitution with all 27 amendments, 
7,818 words, the St James’s 
bible’s wedding ceremony, 688 
words and finally, the EU regula¬ 
tions on the sale of cabbage... 
26,911 words! 


Empty shops and 
shattered dreams 

THIS column has commented before on empty 
shops in Weymouth town centre, how unsightly 
they are and how they drag down the resort's 
image, but things may have got better. 

Certainly survey work by retail experts now puts 
Weymouth in a much more positive light with 
barely one in 14 shops empty as against some 
neighbouring towns where as many as one in six 
stand empty. 

Regardless of whether there are fewer empty 
shops, it is still interesting to stroll round and see 
the remains of various dreams which are a collec¬ 
tive epitaph of Weymouth's recent trading history. 

Current empty premises range from crafts to 
cash credit and from lingerie to even the closure of 
a charity shop. 

Some empty premises do find themselves 'under 
new management' and this trend has to be en¬ 
couraged if the town centre master plan is even to 
stand a chance of getting past'Go'. 

As always, the acid test will not come now as the 
summer season swings into top gear but at the 
end of September when the first miserable storms 
of the autumn send a chill through cash registers 
all over the town centre.That's when we'll find out 
how strong Weymouth's recovery is. 


Chalets were built to last 


CHALET users are breathing a sigh of 
relief after their future and that of their 
buildings took on a slightly more opti¬ 
mistic future. 

Previously Weymouth & Portland 
council’s approach bore all the hall¬ 
marks of a sort of hokey-cokey where 
chalet users were told they were in, 
out, in, out and shaken all about. 

Their long running battle at Green- 
hill to achieve some sort of stability 
now finally seems to have borne fruit 
with a council agreement for renova¬ 
tion, repairs, extended leases and a 
much more sympathetic and realistic 
approach to both the chalet users’ prob¬ 
lems and those of the authority. 

However, this is the council we are 
talking about so the whole thing was 
couched in the sort of archaic and non¬ 
committal language last seen when 
Noah admitted it might be raining. 

This time around councillors - who 
are slowly getting the hang of asking 
awkward questions - didn’t just accept 
a report that the chalets’ condition was 
deteriorating but that they were still in 
a relatively sturdy condition. 

Councillor Andy Blackwood set his 
stall out and specifically tried to pin 


down an answer as to exactly what that 
meant and was told that the structure 
was still so solid that it “wasn’t going 
anywhere”. 

This was useful information foi 
members worried that someone might 
try and attach wheels to the chalets and 
tow them away for landfill, but the op¬ 
timism behind such confidence was 
scarcely touched on. 

Apparently the reason why the 
chalets weren’t “going anywhere” was 
that they’d been originally built by rail¬ 
way workers who didn’t mess around 
with anything as flimsy as a bit of two 
by four covered in chipboard... oh no! 

Their approach was to assume what 
a sturdy structure was and stick a 
nought on the end of it, a building 
method which means the chalets are sc 
strong they may only be vulnerable tc 
hot air from a particularly long council 
budget debate. 

Certainly the iron used in the 
chalets’ skeleton is nothing like at the 
end of its life and, while deterioration 
cannot be stopped, it can be managed 
which is good news for the chalet users 
as they slip leisurely into a seafront 
summer.

Bomb disposal called 
to recycling centre 


A NEW national BBC series is putting the spotlight 
on foster carers in Dorset, at a time when more vul¬ 
nerable children than ever need a loving home.

In particular, the programmes take an unflinching 
and often very moving look at the role played by fos¬ 
ter carers - people who offer to take in children in 


difficult circumstances and provide them with des¬ 
perately-needed love, stability and security. 

Sara Tough, director of children’s services at 
Dorset County Council, said: “In agreeing to co-op¬ 
erate with this documentary, the welfare of the chil¬ 
dren was our paramount concern and we worked 
closely with the programme makers to make sure 
there were no negative impacts. 

“We felt it was a great opportunity to show the fan¬ 
tastic work our foster carers do, at a time when de¬ 
mand is greater than ever. In the last 12 months we 
have seen a significant increase in the amount of 
children coming into care, including more sibling 
groups. 

“We urgently need more foster carers to enable

A CHARITY which recy¬ 
cles old tools and other 
equipment to help peo¬ 
ple in Africa will be the 
subject of a Dorchester 
talk next week. 

The St Mary Monday 
Club will hear about 
Tools With a Mission on 
June 15th from Wendy 
Hilton. The meeting 
takes place in the church 
hall at 2.30pm. 

Wendy, and husband 
John, are the local repre¬ 
sentatives of the charity 
which, for 30 years has 
been sending items to 
Africa to help people 
there support them¬ 
selves. 

More than 200 tons of 
tools were collected last 
year and given to African 
students who each re¬ 
ceived a tool kit supplied 
by TWAM to enable 
them to support them¬ 
selves and to earn their 
own living. 

Last year some of the 
items sent to African 
countries included 3,470 
sewing machines with a 
sewing kit, 360 carpentry 
kits, 347 typewriters, 370 
motor mechanics kits 
and 245 boxes of haber¬ 
dashery. 

"Recently we were at 
the waste recycling cen¬ 
tre and saw a sewing ma¬ 
chine in what appeared 
to be a good condition. 
This sewing machine 
could have made all the 
difference to a family in 
Uganda. With a sewing 
machine parents can 
earn an income, so the 
family can afford more 
food and the children 
can go to school," said 
Wendy. 

Although the charity 
does ship out items such 
as forks, spades and hoes 
it is less interested in gar¬ 
dening tools such as 
hedge clippers for which 
there is little need. 

Sewing machines, zips 
and other items which 
can be used to make 
clothes are valued and 
there is still a need for 
working typewriters.

“I just wanted informa¬ 
tion” said Kate: “I 
wanted to reach out and 
learn from other suffer¬ 
ers but there was very 
little information out 
there.” 

Kennedy's Disease is 
classed as a rare inher¬ 
ited neuromuscular dis¬ 
order. There is no cure 
for the disease and no 
current treatment avail¬ 
able. 

“Kennedy's disease is 
awful” said Kate. “'It is a 
degenerative muscle dis¬ 
ease that can lead to se¬ 
vere mobility issues 
which can become life 
threatening. Bit by bit it 
strips men in their prime 
of their strength and ath¬ 
leticism, which in turn, 
eats away at their confi¬ 
dence and esteem. 

“The progressive na¬ 
ture of KD means many 
sufferers will end up in a 
wheelchair and unable to 
live unassisted. It's very 
scary when you're told 
that your husband has 


this disease but so few 
people know about it. 
One of the particularly 
cruel things about this 
disease is that the defec¬ 
tive chromosome that 
causes it, is passed by 
females to their sons, 
but although they are 
carriers, women do not 
typically develop the 
disease.” 

As parents to two 
daughters, Kate and 
Frank knew that they 
had to do something to 


fight back. 

They started digging 
and found out that some 
research was taking 
place into the disease at 
University College Fon- 
don but no formal char¬ 
ity structure was in 
place to support it. 

So began the journey 
to the launch of KD- 
UK, a national charity 
aimed at raising aware¬ 
ness of the disease and 
generating funds that 
can be used to fight it. 


It is estimated that one 
in 40,000 people has 
this genetic defect and, 
because of its relative 
rarity, many sufferers go 
undiagnosed for years - 
adding to their frustra¬ 
tion and isolation. 

KD-UK wants to put 
an end to that - raising 
awareness of the disease 
and helping to fund 
much needed research. 

Already Kate and fel¬ 
low fund-raisers have 
given £20,000 to the re¬ 


search team at UCF, but 
annual research costs of 
over £100,000. 

“It's a challenge to 
start a national charity 
from scratch but that's 
nothing compared to the 
daily struggle of 
Kennedy's sufferers and 
their families,” said 
Kate. 

“If you want to see 
courage and be inspired 
on a daily basis, you just 
need to spend time with 
them. 

Since we came up with 
the idea to start the char¬ 
ity, I've been over¬ 
whelmed by the support 
I've received. We've had 
a group of friends take 
on a cycling challenge 
through the Alps, an¬ 
other group is doing the 
Trans Rockies Run this 
summer and one incred¬ 
ibly generous person has 
even offered her Major- 
can apartment for a 
week as a way of raising 
money.'

Could you foster a child? 


A NEW national BBC series is putting 
the spotlight on foster carers in Dorset, 
at a time when more vulnerable chil¬ 
dren than ever need a loving home. 

The county council has worked with 
a documentary team to help create the 
series 'Protecting Our Foster Kids', 
which began on BBC2 last Sunday. 

Each episode looks at real-life stories 
of children placed with foster families 
and the issues faced by all involved; 
not only the children and their carers 
but also birth parents, social workers 
and, in some cases, the foster carers' 
own children. 

In particular, the programmes take an 
unflinching and often very moving 
look at the role played by foster car¬ 
ers - people who offer to take in chil¬ 
dren in difficult circumstances and 
provide them with desperately-needed 
love, stability and security. 

Fostering can range from looking 
after a baby for a few weeks to giving 
older children a full-time home for 
many years. 

Dorset's main issue, as in other areas, 
is finding people to care for older chil¬ 
dren. Half of the children waiting for 
foster placements in the county are 
aged 11-plus and we have a shortage of 
carers for the age 5-9 bracket. There 
may be challenges involved for carers 
but, as the series shows, there are 
tremendous rewards as well. 

It is currently national Fostering 
Fortnight (June 1st to 14th), when extra 
efforts are made to recruit carers. 

Sara Tough, director of children's 
services at Dorset County Council, 
said: "In agreeing to co-operate with 
this documentary, the welfare of the 
children was our paramount concern 


and we worked closely with the pro¬ 
gramme makers to make sure there 
were no negative impacts. 

“We felt it was a great opportunity to 
show the fantastic work our foster car¬ 
ers do, at a time when demand is 
greater than ever. 

“In the last 12 months we have seen 
a significant increase in the amount of 
children coming into care, including 
more sibling groups. 

"We urgently need more foster carers 
to enable those children to live in a safe 
environment while being able to stay 
close to their friends and school." 

There are different types of fostering, 
to suit people's circumstances or pref¬ 
erences. These include short-term 
placements until children are able to re¬ 
turn to their families, longer term or 
permanent placements, and short-term 
placements for youngsters with addi¬ 
tional needs. 

And, as long as you meet basic cri¬ 
teria, anyone can become a foster carer. 
You just need to be over 21, have a 
spare room and be able to offer time, 
patience and understanding. 

Cllr Toni Coombs, the county coun¬ 
cil's Cabinet member for children's 
services, said: "Foster carers can play a 
hugely important role, helping children 
through a difficult time in their lives. 
They make a real difference and, while 
fostering can be challenging at times, it 
is also incredibly fulfilling.” 

'Protecting Our Foster Kids' will be 
shown on BBC2 at 10pm, on Sunday.

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Phone companies act to cut off con-men 


DORSET Police have been working with telecoms 
operators in the area to prevent fraudsters catching 
out unsuspecting elderly and vulnerable victims, by 
reducing the amount of time a line stays open after 
the recipient has tried to disconnect the call. 

The most recent telecoms operator to join police in 
the fight against phone fraud, also known as courier 
fraud, is BT. 

BT has significantly reduced the time that a phone 
line stays open in Dorset to two seconds, which 
means that the person who has received the call can 
make another call almost immediately without the 
other person staying on the line. 

Criminals rely on lines staying open to continue 
their scam. 

Fraudsters rang their victims and pretended to be 
from the police, their bank or a retailer and told them 
that their account had been compromised and they 
needed to transfer the money over to them for safe 
keeping or send it to them via courier. 

They instructed the worried victim to ring them 
back to ensure the call was genuine. But in fact, they 
stayed on the line, so once the caller thought they 
were speaking to someone in authority, they were ac¬ 
tually speaking to criminals who were pretending to 
be someone else. 

The fraudsters have cost Dorset residents over £lm 
over the last 15 months. The total amount lost per 
month has declined since March 2015. 

There were 178 offences of telephone fraud re¬ 
ported to Dorset police in March this year, with 19 
losses totalling nearly £130,000. In April, there were 
168 reports with six losses, totalling £46,000 and 15 
offences were reported to the police in May, totalling 
£21,500 from three victims. 

The last report of telephone fraud was on Friday 22 
May 2015. 

Detective Chief Inspector, Jez Noyce said: “We 
have worked with the telecoms companies to shut 
down the lines which have previously been kept open 
until both parties hang up. 

“The latest figures show that this tactic, along with 
partnership working and our social media campaign 


‘Hang Up On Fraudsters’, has obviously helped re¬ 
duce the number of victims considerably, which is 
good news for everyone. 

“However, we are still investigating these crimes 
and want to hear from anyone who believes they have 
been targeted by these heartless gangs. 

“Please remember that no-one from any institution, 
including the police and your bank, will ever ask you 
to disclose your account number and Personal Iden¬ 
tification Number (PIN) over the phone. 

“Be on your guard if someone calls you and asks 
you to give out this private information - they’re 
crooks. Help us shut down their operations and al¬ 
ways Hang Up On Fraudsters.” 

BT has confirmed it has cut the open line time 
down to two seconds for all Dorset exchanges. Paul 
Coles, BT South West Regional Manager, said: “We 
are committed to minimising the potential for fraud 
and very much welcome the opportunity to work with 
Dorset Police to tackle this problem. 

“We have cut the ‘holding the line open’ time to 
two seconds for all of BT’s telephone exchanges in 
Dorset and are working hard to raise awareness of 
scams in order to protect customers. 

“We recognise that the target group of victims is 
elderly people and the tone of our messaging is rais¬ 
ing awareness of the scam and to tell your friends and 
family about it.” 


Police Advisory Guidelines 

• The police, bank or retailer will NEVER call 
you asking for your bank details 

• NEVER give out your bank details or per¬ 
sonal identification number (PIN) over the 
phone 

• NEVER send money or cash cards via taxi or 
courier 

• If you receive a suspicious call, hang up, 
wait five minutes (or use a different phone), 
dial 1471 to get the caller's number and then 
call the police immediately on 101 


Sean shows how It's done 


AN eight-year-old St John Ambulance volunteer 
from Dorchester is taking a lead role in the char¬ 
ity’s Big First Aid Lesson on Friday, June 12th. 

The story of how Sean Irwin looked after his 
mum, Caroline (29) when she fell six feet and 
knocked herself out cold is being featured in the 
live webcast, presented by Claudia Winkleman. 

A film crew visited the family’s home and their 
efforts will be shown to tens of thousands of school 
children, all over the country. 

Among them will be Sean’s classmates at St 
Mary’s First School in Charminster, where teach¬ 
ers signed up for the Big First Aid Lesson after 
hearing how the brave youngster used his first aid 
knowledge. 

Sean, who has been a St John Ambulance 
Badger in Dorchester for three years, feared his 
mum may have suffered a serious head, neck or 
spinal injury in the fall, so he checked her breath¬ 
ing and pulse, rather than putting her into the re¬ 
covery position. 

Caroline regained consciousness and was taken 
to hospital by her mum, Fiona James, who was 
also interviewed for the webcast. 

“It’s so important that everyone learns first aid, 
particularly children, because the knowledge stays 
with them for life,” said Caroline. 

“Sean’s my little hero and he was lucky enough 
to be taught first aid by St John Ambulance, but 
not every child has that opportunity. 

“These are vital skills that every child should 
learn, so I’m really pleased that we can be part of 
a project that means thousands more children will 
know how to look after people and save lives in an 
emergency.” 

The Big First Aid Lesson is a free, one-hour, on¬ 
line session that is being streamed into classrooms 
on Friday June 12th. 

Almost 200,000 children in over 1,000 schools 
will watch the lesson and there’s still time for more

Stepping out onto the patio to be engulfed in 
waves of different fragrances is one of the 
most glorious sensations of summer. 

Of course, there are the obvious candidates 
among the annuals - pots of night-scented 
stocks, traditional nicotiana (tobacco plants), 
vanilla-scented heliotrope with its violet or 
white blooms, blue-vein surfinia and night 
phlox. 

For tall accents, plant old-fashioned highly 
scented varieties of sweet pea, Lathyrus odor- 
atus, in a deep pot to climb a wigwam of bam¬ 
boo canes and provide fantastic scented 
blooms for cut flowers, so you can have fra¬ 
grance inside and out. You need to cut sweet 
pea flowers regularly to keep them coming, or 
they will just set seed, which tells the plant the 
flowering period's over. 

All can be planted in pots to waft their deli¬ 
cious aromas around the patio for you and 
your guests to inhale, but if you have beds or 
borders close by, you can also make the most 
of those with more permanent plantings. 

Make a low border out of dwarf lavenders 
such as 'Munstead', whose purple flowers will 
be a magnet to bees and will keep narrow 
beds looking neat. They're easy to maintain 
and should flower throughout summer. Just 
prune them after flowering to keep them tidy, 
but don't cut back into old wood or they won't 
recover. 

Among my favourite shrubs is mock orange 
(Philadelphus), which, although not a classic 
climber, will grow up against trellis and fences, 
producing delicate white flowers in early sum¬ 
mer which should fill even a large garden with 
fragrance. 

This deciduous shrub looks lovely in the bor¬ 
der, used in groups as screening or simply as a 
stand-alone specimen plant. It even makes ex¬ 
cellent cut flowers indoors. 

Roses can also add scent to a patio, although 
if you want to put them in a pot, make it a big 
one, as their roots like to spread out. Alterna¬ 
tively, plant roses in a bed near the patio. You 
can't go far wrong with David Austin English 
Roses such as the deep pink Gertrude Jekyll, or 


try a new pure white variety, Desdemona 
(www.davidaustinroses.co.uk). 

Honeysuckle and jasmine can also be grown 
to climb up trellis or create colour and fra¬ 
grance trained on pergolas and arbours or 
around garden seating areas. 

When planting, consider where you are 
going to put your scented specimens. It's no 
use planting a rose at the end of your garden 
if the only time you're ever going to sniff it is 
when you're weeding that area. 

Take into account where you're likely to be 
seated at particular times of day too, and con¬ 
sider plant height. It may be that simply secur¬ 
ing a couple of pots at nose height on your 
outside wall, filled with aromatic plants, works 
best. 

Fragrant bulbs, such as lilies, freesias and 
some begonias including Begonia 'Fragrant 
Falls Improved', can also be grown in pots. 

Of course, fragrance isn't limited to flowers. 
Scented leaf geraniums, fragrant-leaved 
herbs, like thyme and mint, and shrubs includ¬ 
ing cotton lavender (Santolina) and myrtle, all 
give off rich fragrances. Plant shrubs with aro¬ 
matic foliage close to a path or seating area in 
full sun. 

Ground-hugging thymes can be planted in 
cracks between paving; when lightly crushed 
underfoot their scent will be released. Brush¬ 
ing against aromatic leaves also releases their 
fragrance, while light rain can also bring out 
the scent of some shrubs. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Astrantia 

This reliable, easy-to-grow perennial with 
deeply lobed leaves produces long stems of 
pinkflowerheads in summer.They may not be 
the focal point of the mixed border but they 
are a great supporting cast, growing to 
around 60cm, with their pincushion flower- 
heads. Good varieties include A. 'Hadspen 
Blood', which produces loose heads of dark 
red flowers in summer, and A. major 'Shaggy', 
with its clusters of tiny cream flowers sur¬ 
rounded by green-tipped white bracts. Plant 
in moist, well-drained soil and lift and divide 
in autumn or spring.

RONNIE JONES QUARTET AT JAZZ CAFE 


THE RONNIE Jones Quartet will be appearing at 
the Bridport Jazz Cafe on Friday, June 19th. 

The Quartet approach their music with a combi¬ 
nation of vigour and subtlety, performing tasteful 
reworkings of some of the best music that the jazz 
repertoire has to offer, from percussion-fuelled 
Latin to ballads as soft as a lullaby, bringing out the 
inherent tension and emotion in the pieces. 

Drummer and bandleader Ronnie Jones has per¬ 
formed at the dizzy heights of the Welsh National 
Opera House, and he is joined by Gary Bayley on 
saxophone, Joss Kidd on guitar and David George 
on the bass. The band has been a hit at jazz festi¬ 
vals including Teignmouth and London. 

The musicians in Ronnie's quartet are all experi¬ 
enced players and have appeared everywhere from 
The Welsh Proms to the Teignmouth Jazz Festival. 

Ronnie first started playing jazz whilst studying 
at Cardiff University. It was here that he also first 


appeared as a Latin percussionist, regularly per¬ 
forming to hundreds of people with funk band 
Planet Janet.The band went on to play at high pro¬ 
file clubs on the jazz circuit such as Jagz in Ascot. 
Ronnie still plays with some of the musicians from 
his student days, joining them to appear at The 
Welsh Proms in a new project called Kookamunga 
last summer. 

After university, music took a back seat in Ron¬ 
nie's life for a few years as he devoted more of his 
time to his career as a broadcast journalist; but after 
moving from London to Devon in 2005, Ronnie re¬ 
focused on his music and specifically his jazz drum¬ 
ming and immersed himself in the local jazz scene. 

Ronnie is now an in demand drummer and per¬ 
cussionist and has played with some of the top 
jazz musicians in the South West including several 
appearances at the Teignmouth Jazz Festival and 
at Exeter's Vibraphonic Festival (where he ap¬ 
peared with the Mike West¬ 
brook Big Band). 

Most recently Ronnie has 
been performing across 
Devon with Exeter saxo¬ 
phonist Pete Canter's new 
Lightfight project and en¬ 
joying the novel experience 
of playing drums and per¬ 
cussion, at the same time. 
He liked it so much he'll be 
bringing his bongos to 
Bridport! 

Saxophonist Gary Bayley 
learned his craft in the 
Southampton big-bands 
and from the musicians of 
the trans-Atlantic liners 


passing between New York and London. From jazz 
he moved into pop, playing with many interna¬ 
tional artists when he became the house saxo¬ 
phonist for the Mecca and Top Rank venues. Gary 
toured with several acclaimed funk bands before 
returning to jazz by blitzing the major festivals in 
a manner that brought him to the attention of jazz 
journals, national newspapers, and the BBC. 

Bassist David George discovered his musical vo¬ 
cation after picking up an upright bass for the first 
time at a Dartington Hall summer school. Gaining 
a jazz education at the now legendary workshops 
run by Totnes Jazz Collective, he went on to play 
regularly at the Collective's gigs and with groups 
convened by several of its members including 
Lewis Riley and Sam Richards. 

Guitarist Joss Kidd was born in a small town on 
the west coast of Scotland and moved to Glasgow 
at an early age. It was here that Joss started to take 
an interest in jazz, becoming involved with jazz 
workshops and big band at the Glasgow Arts Cen¬ 
tre and performing with the National Youth Jazz 
Orchestra of Scotland. 

Aged seventeen Joss moved to London to study 
Jazz at university. He was taught harmony and the¬ 
ory by the likes of Pete Churchill (Jazz Education 
award 2007) and Nikki lies (Jazz Education award 
nominee 2007 & 2009) had guitar tuition under the 
guidance of multi-instrumentalist Stuart Hall and 
guitarist Phil Robson (Winner of'Best Jazz musician 
of the Year'in 2009) and developed his perform¬ 
ance skills under founding member of LooseTubes 
and jazz educator, trumpeter Chris Bachelor.
